When it became necessary for the Locomobile
to have s home in New York which was in keeping
with its socinl pesition Mr. Plammer selected the
site and planned the bullding. It will stand for
many years as a testimonial to his excellent taste.

Although Mr. Plummer surrounded himself and
the L-eomoblle with this dignified atmosphere he
wa. never undemocratic, and his exquisite cars
fere never too good for the humblest shopper to
ses. Every visitor was treated with extreme polite-
ness from the moment he entered the door until he
left, and wna asked to call again.

Mr. Plummer was always ready to cobperate with
his fellow dealers in any movement which was for
the good of the trade. He was for a long time
president of the New York Dealers' Association,
and did much to make it an {nfluential organiza-
tion.

Mhen 1 say that Automoblle Row has lost, only
temporarily, 1 hope, a mighty high type of business
man, 1 think 1 express the feeling of every man
who has come In contact with Mr. Plummer during
his sixtesn years of actlve service with the Loco-
mobile Company of America,

Gasolene Extremely Scarce.

The gasolene situation is quite desperate. The
Falthful 01d Standsrd Ofl Company, which seldom
kicks when business is bad, has not complained,
but it is a fact that never befors in the history
of the ofl business in America has the Standard
been compelled to turn down orders because of a
shortage ir crude oil

This s the time of year when the gasolene manu-
facturer should stors for the spring business, but
1 understand that nons of the Standard Ofl com-
panies can get enough erude oll to produce the
volume of gasolene which is demanded for cur-
rent consumption.

The telegraph and telephone wires have been
kept warm by Standard officials for a number of
weeks past in quest of crude ofl. In the mean-
time the company Is said to have turned down
numerous large orders for gasolene “ifrom the ont-

side,” meaning outside of the company’s regular
customers.

There !s every evidenca that the Standard in-
tends to ndhere to ita polley of taking care of its
old customers first. The latest consular reports
show that the United States is exporting only
sbout two-thirds of Ita usual volume of gasolene.
The value of the gas exported during the nine
montha ending Iast September wes only §10,-
458,000, sgainst $15,614,000 for the eorresponding
months of 19014, Elnce September the expurta-
tion of gas has been far below the minlmum record.

Tho plaln fact is we are consuming more gas
than the supply of erude oil will yield at & figure
which the automebilist coneiders reasonable.

I have heard it said by men in the automohile
trade that they feared we would face B0 cent
gnsolens next spring. HBut 1 have heen unable to
find an official of the Standard Oll Company wh>
would predict such & price.

The oil men hold, on the contrary, that the press-
pre will likely be relieved before cpring. If things
ghould qulet down in Mexieo, we might get back
to 15 cent gas. At present the East is drawing ita
supply of gas from what is called the mid-continent
flelds. The gas we use in New York comes largely
from Oklahoma.

A Car to Every 100 People.

In the last decade the automobile industry sao
an incresse in volume mnd value of product of
8,278 per cent, Its nearest competitor in point of
growth, electrical manufacturing, has gained onl;
107 per cent. For 1916 alone trade authorities
prediet & further increase in volume of production
of from 20 to 85 per cemt, computed on the 1815
volume, and estimate the aggregate output of
American factories at 1,000,000 new ears, with a
eales valoe of approximately $700,000,0C0.

The totals appear even more !mpressive when
considered In proportion to the population of the
country, and mean that In the coming year there
will be produced and sold one motor car to every
100 people in the United States. It 15 estimated
that at the present time thero are
2,000,000 pleasure cars In use in America, or onw
to every flfty persons, or, to carry It further and
considering four persons to a family, approximate-
ly one motor car to every twelve families. By
the end of the fiscal year of 1016, and assuming the
estiinated production te have been disposed of,
this ratio will have been reduced to one automo-
bile to every elght familles.

The distribution of this tremendous meanufact-
uring volume has been general end In no way con
fined to the more populous sections of the country
New York State, of course, leads the Republic In
the number of cars owned in any cne state, Wil
something more than 200,000 mpchines owned «
in its borders, but in relatlon to the den
population of the other states New York
Take Kansas, for example.

Armored Train for Guard.

When the New York National Guard goes into
the fleld next summer for its annual manmuvres
i+ will be augmented by a thoroughly up-to-date
armorad motor. train. Governor Whitman last
week approved an appropriation of $10,000 for sup-
plies and maintenance for this mew unit of the
militia.

The appropristion will not bs used in any part
nurchass of the armored cars composing

the train. Thay will come from donations by a
number of publie spirited business men who re-
slize that New York State should take the lead
in demonstrating the necessity for such a unit
in every state guard. It is estimated that the
train will cost not lesa than $160,000.

Ax is always the ense in a development of this
kind, it has remained for one enthusiastic man to
put his shoulder to the wheel snd stir up the
inftinl funds. Lientenant H. G. Montgomery, of the
19th Regiment, and a member of the Metropolitan
and other elubs, has been working quletly among
the business men of his sequaintance since last
summer.

It will earry two thres pounders and several ma-
chine guns. Ten men will compose the crew.

It is what military men call a double drive, hav-
ing & steering gear &t each end. There {s only
one motor, but the driving gears permit of a re-
verse speed of mora than fifteen miles an hour.
The car may be driven into an attack head on,
and If things get too warm it may be backed
ont at a good rate of speed, the rear driver taking
up the steering.

Just how many battle cars the first train will
contaln has not been decided. The majority of the
cars will be smaller than this one and designed
to make more specd.

Elbert H. Gary, chairman of the United States
Steel Corporation, and Charles M. Sehwab, of the
Hethlehem Steel Company, have interested them-
selves in the train and are going to manufacture
the armor plate.

Packard for Preparedness.

Ernest L. Jones, editor of “Aeronantics,” A maga-
zine intended only for the high fiyers, has recelved
an interesting letter from Henry B. Joy, president
of the Packard Motor Company, in which he out-

go in for the development of the asro motor, and,
in fact, the whols alrship.

Mr, Joy says that three out of the seven diractora
of the Packard company have served in elther the
army or nevy in time of war, and that two other
directors have served in the Michlgan State troops.

They consider it the duty of the company to
earry on this aeronautiesl work as an example to
all clazses of manufacturers. Mr. Joy thinks it
is the duty of all business houses to codperate
with the government in Its scheme of preparedness,
Ha says he thinks every manufacturer in the land
thould mobilize hls facilities and stand prepared
ta serve the government in s practical way at a
moment’s notlee,

But as the years roll round the sutomobile show
appears to get larger and larger, and the only
trouble Manager 8. A. Miles anticipates this year
is in handling the crowd. He has placed all of
the exhibitors without much difficulty., The White
company is the only large exhibitor of former
years which will not exhibit in the Palace this sea-
son. Despite the general reduetion in ear prices
the aggregate value of tha exhibits this year will
be mors than s million dollars in excess of the
value for any preceding year. It fs also & fact
that *he man who buys one of the cars shown this
year will get more for his money than ever before.

Who Said Racing Was Dead?

In the daily rush of men and motors we may
ennily overlook an important development or per-
sonage, It was by mere mccident that I stumbled
upon & copy of the address of G. W. Dickinson,
secretary of the Michigan State Fair, before the
American Assoclation of Falrs and Expositions,
Just held in Chicago.

His subject was “Automobile Racing,"” and after
reading the rather lengthy document 1 am con-
vineed that we have never yet secen the ideal au-
tomohile race.

Mr, Dickinson has lifted the curtain which hid
it from our view and put us on the right track.
He says the monster cement or board speedway
idea 13 a bug which the publie will not fall for, and
that it cannot be made to pay because the big
gpeedway offers no opportunity for spectacular
driving —the only thing that will hold the crowd.

Mr, Dickinson says we must go back to the dirt
track, with an oval of a mile or a mile and & baltf.
The car must be & uegative element. His (deal
would ba for every driver to use the same make
of ear, thus ellminating an advertising element,
which he considers a great drawback to the genu-
ine sport.

He balieves we have thres sensational featuras
in automobile dirt track racing which cannot be
introduced on the modern speedway, and that upon
them the entire futura of the eport must depend.
They nre the spectacular skid, the hair raising
¢lide and the blood beiling leap. Only the great
showman, he says, ean realize this, and only the
showmsn can put sutomobile racing on a lastihg
basis. Mera sustained speed, he holds, is mo-
notonous and tiresome,

Just how seriously the exposition managers took
the suggestions made by Mr. Dickinson !s not
known, but it is interesting to realize that the
kings of the old dirt track school of racing still
have at least one sturdy chompion left. If in the
courts of time the perfectly safe speedway fails
to theill us with its form of recing, we have one
mare chanee to hold the public with the automo-

bile slide and leap.

The Carelessness of Pedestrians,
Now that the New York Police Department has

begun a classifieation of street mccidents, which
will asslst in placing the blame where it belongs,
wa mey soon see an end of the statisticnl faker
who has for years been trying to hang all the
fault op the moterist. Thera nre cereless dvivers
of both passenger and commercial ears, particu-
larly of heavy trucks, and the polick eannot be
ton severe on them.

Right thinking motorists will back up a crusade
ngninst reckless passenger or commercial vehicle

Nearly twice as many persons ware killed o
infured In street railway accidents In Massache
setts during the year 1914 as in automobily g
cidents, observes the Highway Commissioner,

“Any computation made,” he astates, “on
suming an ordinary mileage for automobiles sad
taking the setual mileage of the street railwap,
will show that the motor vehicls runs sevenl
times as many miles ns the streetcar does befors
it either kills or injures any one.”

Consldering only accidents to persons who wen
not passengers, 10,000 streetcars killed or (njured
1,491 persons, and about 100,000 automobiles and
trucks killed or injured 3,304. Some person wm
either killed or injured for every 16,000 mile
that & streetear was openated, and one person for
every 110,000 miles a motor vehlcle was operated,
assuming that the automobile travelled an aveisp
of 6,000 milea in the year.

“In accident cases it often happens,” the Com-
missloner observes, “that the pedestrian, ths M
eycle rider or the driver of a earriage Is earslw
or reckless and to blame, rather than ths opersier
of the motor ear. It is certainly deplorable thet
so many accidents occur, but it must be borma ls
mind that some accidents are unavoidable s l
matter how carefu the operators of moter an
may be.”
